8! athe open air, on hammocks sv ang 
ftewh the trees, the hammocks having canvas 
spread over them, in order to protect the fair 
occupants from the dew and rain. Onenizht, 
secing a-heavy storm coming vp, the party 
had to stop in a grave-vard, and there spent 
the night, sleeping among the headstones,ard 
their leader says they ‘suftered more from 
fear that night thanon any o'her occasion, 
although they afterward slept in the moun- 
tain fastnesses and were startled by the ap- 
pearance of a bear hirking about’ their 
camp: From the beginning-to the end of their 
long walk they kept what they called their 
“log-book,” cach member of, the party in 
turn writing up in it the record of the day’s 
happenings, impressions of scenery and de- 
scriptions of the country which they passed 
during their tramp. Two,of the girls made 
sketchegof various points of interest along 
the route.’ From first to last they have re- 
ceived nothing but kindness along the line of 
their path. Farin houses were thrown open 
to them by the hospitablé owners, and fre- 
quent proffers of vehicles were made, which 
were, however, declined, ‘as the pedestrians 
decided before starting that they would walk 
evcry step of the way uniess sickness pre- 
vented. They are in excelén€ condition, and 
the enly inconvenience they have ever anf- 
feved was from. blistered feet, but, as they 
moved on, their feet becume hardened. , The 
ost Aifficu t part of their tramp wis the as- 
cent and exploration of the Bald Mountain, 


whose mwysterious rumbling created. so 
much excitement some years ago. 
They not only went to the top of 


the mountain, but penetrated some of tts 
wild fissures, with a view-of satisfying -their 
minds whether or not. the rumblings were 
owing to volcanic action, In going through 
the mountains they were in great apprehén- 
sion of rattlesnakes, but their fears ‘were 
groundless, not one of the dreaded reptiles 
being seen. The members of the party al. 
lege the only annoyance they had during 
the journey was from certain officious par- 
ties of their own sex who undertook to deter 
them from their project, and called it an im- 
modest proceeding. One old lady became so 
much worked up about it that she insisted 
she would go as chaperone for the party, and 
announced her purpose of innaking her coach- 
man hitch a buggy and dvive her along with 
them; but when they said they proposed 
walking where no buggy could be driven, and 
said they had no objection to her company on 
foot, she abandoned the idea.-In order to 
to avoidan appearance of immodesty and 
shun publicity the girls frequently made long 
detours so as not to enter the villages and 
towns wong their route, and as they kept 
their proposed line of march a ‘seeret their 
whereabouts were never known, and so 
crowds were avoided. Doubtless had they 
gone throurh the streets of towns they might 
have been subjected to jests, but they say that 
at no time on their jonrney have they been 
spoken to. rudely or roughly, save by one or 
two women, who characterized their wander- 
ing about te country alone as immodest and 
unmaidenly. The girls are young, the eldest 
being 22 dnd the youngest 17. AN Of the party 
fleshened afte: the first week, except one 
who was inclined to be too robust; she wes 
redneed from 145 pounds to 133.. They are all 
enthusiastic at the success of thedy unslerta- 
ing, “and annotince their determfmation to 
spend tiicir next vacation in the sime way.

into the Arabian peninsula, causing 
much mutual attrition ant interchange 
of. thonght between Jews, Christiang 
and Arabians. Occasionally Arab tribes} 
were thus converted to the faith of tha 
colonists. AUnhappily both the Judaism: 
and Christianity. imported in this way 
into the country were of a debased 
character. ‘They were not very much 
better than the forms of religion alrdady 
prevalent among the Arab tribes. Even 
the doctrines of God’s unity had been 
tampefed with and corrupted. No creed 
worthy of the name of religion existed 
anywhere in Arabia. -Tritheism, poly- 
theism, Sabseism, adoration of the sun 
and planets, idolatry, fetishism, animals 
worship, plant-worship, stone-worsbip; 
superstitions of the grossest kinds, weré 
rife in various ways among various 
tribes. Nowhere, except in the hearts 
of a few of the more: intelligent and 
thoughtful, were any true ideas of God 
still cherished.. It was under such cir- 
cumstances, and amid such surround- 
ings, that Mohammed, ‘the praised 
one” (as his name signities), was born 
at'Mecea about A: BD. 570... His father, 
Abdullah, died before his birth,, and his 
mothers Aminah, when. he was six years 
ald. 5s 
Yet he enjoyed one great advantage, 
notwithstanding his orphaned condi- 
tion:' He had not ‘to waste time and 
energy m pushing his way‘upward from 
obscurity. His grandfather, Abd-ul- 
Muttalib, who adopted him, belonged to 
the Arabian aristocracy. He was of the 
noble family of Hashim, of the Kuresh 
tribe, and was the appointed guardian 
of the Ka’bah, or sacred temple at Mev- 
cah, a small, tube-shaped stone building 
which had existed as a sacred edilice for 
many centuries previously. The guar- 
dianship of this temple was regarded as 
the highest honor to which any family 
eould aspire, the belief being that it was 
originally erected by Abraham over the 
spot where he was about to sacrifice 
Ishmael. On the death of the grand- 
father of Mohammed, while he was still 
a boy, his uncle, Abu Talib, became 
his guardian, and during all his difficul- 
ties never deserted him. His family, 
though noble, was poor, and the boy 
Mohammed was obliged to earn his 
livelihood by tending sheep in ‘the wil- 
derness,. thus from his earliest years 
resembling his great prototype, Moses, 
who had to act as shepherd to his fath- 
er-in-law, Jethro. It was notuntil Mo- 
hammed was twenty-five years of ave 
that he married his rich kinswoman 
Khadijah. She was a widow lady who 
had acquired great wealth by trading 
transactions, and was fifteen years his 
senior. 
ment of her affairs to Mohammed, and, 
havine found him eminently trustworthy, 
gave proofof her gratitude by offering 
him her hand, It is remarkable that he 
remained faithful to Khadijah until her 
death, which did not oceur until he was

Chinese Infanticide. 


We have all heard the Chinese 
charged with infanticide. We believe 
that crime to be less prevalent with them 
than itis with us: If children are ever 
exposed, as has been seen ona wayside 
n tar near Honam, we believe that bitter 
want and a hope that charity would 
provide for the child better than the 
mother could have been the moying 
causés. As a general rule, self-interest 
acts aS the strongest bar to this vice. 
That the life of the male children should 
be]}preserved is most important,: as the 
Chinese law., will compel the sons to 
maintain their parents, and in the event 
of all ‘the sons dying no one would. be 
able to offer that worship at the tomb of 
the father and mother-on which ‘their 
happiness in another state is supposed 
to depend. .With the girls preservation 
is almost as important, and they are a 
marketable commodity either as wives 
or a8 servants. Indeed, it is no very rare 
thing to see a basketful of babies sent 
down, from Cauton to Hong Kong {or 
sale at prices ranging from #2 to $5. 
These are all girls. In denying the ex- 
istence of infanticide it is necessary to 
make one exception. Thisis among the 
Tan-kia, or boat population. These are 
a race of people of different descent and 
religion from the Chinese, governed by 
their own magistrates, and so looked 
down upon by the other classes that no 
child of a boat-woman can eompete in 
the literary examinations, or, whatever 
his ability. may.be, become an aspirant 
for office. This class is excessively su- 

erstitious, and we have heard it stated 
by missionaries that when a child be- 
longing to people of this class suffers 
from any lingering malady, and recovery 
becomes hopeless, they will put it to 
death with circumstances of great cruel- 
ty, believing it not to be their czild but’ 
a changeling, and fancy that a demon 
‘has taken the place of their offspring for 
‘and trouble for which they could never

Four years later Mr. Townsend Harris, 
the American Envoy, from the secluston 
of his legation at Shimola, without the 


‘moral’ support of a single gunbé@at,:| 


which has been the model for all the 
sreaties made np,to:the present moment. 
with the people. Two years ago Com- 
modore Schufelt, in’ the course of a 
eruise round the world in the United 
States war'vessdl ‘Piconderoga, called 
into one of the Corean harbors with a 
letter for the King, expressing the de- 
sire of the President for a treaty-of 
amity and commerce. Leaving this 
document, he departed as peacefully‘ss 
he had arrived. When the Coreans had 
had ample time to digest his request and 
to- consult their suzerain, the Emperor 
of China, the Commodore returned 
alone, and after a few month’s stay in 
North China, wended his way to the 
United States to obtain the ratification 
of a treaty in which the King of Corea 
expresses “this earnest desire to estab- 
lish relations between the two countrie: 
on a permanent and friendly footing, 
and to facilitate commercial inter- 
course.”?> The ‘solid substratum . of 
force’’ on which adistinguished English 
diplomatist said our relations with Kas- 
tern counties must alone rest has been 
conspicuous all through the American 
officer’s negotiations only by its ab. 
sence. . 

The history of European intercourse 
with the inhabitants of the little penin- 
sula in Northeastern China is brief and 
melancholy. The touching story of the 
erew of the Dutch vessel wrecked on 
the Island of Quelpaert in the middle of 
the seventeenth century, who were de- 
tained among the Coreans for mere 
than thirty years, as told by their ‘*Sec- 
retary,’’ will be found in the pages of 
‘*Pinkerton,’’ and need not be further 
referred to here. It was not until the 
treaty of Tien-tsin had opened North 
China and Mancharia to the zeal, of 
Roman Catholic missionaries that Corea 
was again visited by Europeans. The 
Jesuit fathers seem to have made their 
way there about 1862-63. We have now 
only their own accounts of what took 
place. ‘Their efforts to make converts 
were, they say, crowned with success 


% persecution unparalleled even in the 
frightful annals of religious persecution 
in the Kast. It is said that 150,000 Co- 
reans, men, women and children, lost 
their lives on this occasion, Of the 
French priests, four alone escaped: in 
disguise.and assisted by some of the 
faithful of their flock. An attempt was 
made by the French fleet in the ‘China 
seas to take vengeance for this slaugh- 
ter, but it was unstuecessful. Until the 
history of modern Corea is studied by 
our scholars in the native works them- 
selves, we can not correctly ascertain 
the cause of this persecution. Meantime, 
ithe student of the historv of other 
Oriental nations who finds analogous 
| events will probably look for analogous 
causes, 
| The subsequent attempts of the 
| Jesuits to cross the Corean frontier, and 
‘the success that attended them, will be 
‘found recorded in the annals of the 
‘‘Missions Etrangeres.’’ Mer. Ridel, 
| who evaded the frontier guards and en- 





| tered the country in 1875, has left us an 
j}account of his adventures. He pene- 
| trated Corea, he tells us, in the hope of 
attaining the crown of martyrdom. In 
|this he was disappointed, for he was 
| promptly discovered and imprisoned, to 
| be released a few months afterward at 

ithe intercession of the Governments of 

| China and Japan. But tens of thousands 

| of wretched Coreans, who were sup- 

|posed to be tainted with Christianity, 

suffered death, many of them with the 

imost horrible torture, because of this 

igentleman’s ambition to be a martyr. 

| An American naval expedition sent to 

; punish an outrage on a ship which 

| sailed up one of the Corean rivers met 

| With little more success than its French 

; predecessor. In 1868 a steamer manned 

| by American and European filibusters 

| set out from Shanghai to rob the tombs 

| of the Corean Kings, either for the sake 

of the gold coffins in which Mendez 

Pinto says they were inclosed, or be- 

cause the Jesuits reported that the body 

of a dead King could be held for almost 

-any ransom. In 1860 Ignatieff, then 

Russian representative at Pekin, taking 

advantage of the Chinese difficulties 

with England and France, obtained the 

cession of a vast tract of Corean terri- 

tory lying in the Amour region. 

These are a few of the salient points 
in the history of Corean intercourse 
with the civilized nations of the West, 
and it hardly seems a matter for great 
surprise that Corea should have prefer- 
red exclusion to more intercourse of 
this description. Nor is it difficult to 
believe the tales told by Japanese trav- 
elers of pillars erected over the whole 
country calling down a curse on the 
_head of him who should first propose 
friendship with the hated foreigner. 
Political considerations have ultimately 
| prevailed. Chinese and Japanese states- 
men have long been persuaded that the 
only chance of preserving Corea from 
absorption into Rnssia and their own 
countries from a standing menance was 
to open it to foreign intercourse. Fol- ; 
lowing their counsels, Corea has now 
entered the comity of nations.. Com- 
mercial advantages she has few to offer. 
Her total trade with Japan during 1881, 
at the three opened ports, hardly ex- 
ceeded a quarter of a million sterling.

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Seeding to Grass in the Fall. 


As arule Western farmers sow but 
little grass-seed in the fall, though the 
practice is quite common in other parts 
of the country. In some of the Eastern 
States,where there is much snow to pro- 
tect the young plants, timothy is gen- 
erally sown in the early partof the fall, 
and it makes a good growth before the 
cold weather sets in. Sometimes clover 
does remarkably well when the secd is 
sown at the same time. Winters in the 
West are generally unfavorable to pre- 
serving young grass and clever plants, 
and the ground is -ordinarily in poor 
condition to seed down to. gra33in the 
early part of the fall. It is often so dry 
that seed as small as that of grass and 
clover will not germinate. - Jf the seed 
sprouts, the tender stalkd aré often 
destroyed by the hot sun and dry air. 
During the past four years the practic 
of sowing grass-seed on fields .as soon 
as acrop of Hungarian grass or millet 
has been harvested has become very 
general in the vicinity of Chicago, and 
the best results have followe the prac- 
tice. The seed is sown in }the ‘staubble- 
fields and covered with a light harrow. 
if there are seasonable rains it comes 
up ina few days, and the stubble pro- 
tects it during the winter. The, condi- 
dition of the soil in respedt ‘to moisture 
is very favorable to sowing. grass-seed 
in the West, and it is likely that much 


more will be sown with fall grain than 


is usually the case. If the seed is sown 
on grain stubble, and the winter is fa- 
vorable, a good crop of grass can be 
harvested next senson. It will have the 
start of the weeds in the spring and wiil 
in a great measure keep them in check. 
If grass-seed is sown without grain in 
the spring, however, weeds ure likely to 
take possession of the ground, and to 
keep it —Chicago Times. 


The Drait of a Plow Sulky, 


Why is the draft of a plow sulky less 
than that of a walking plow? asks and 
answers 2 writer in the Oho Furmer. 
Simply because the plow is carried 
through the soil instead of being pulled 
though. In the common walking-plow 
the weight of the soil upon the mold- 
board causes the plow to rest upon the 
bottom of the furrow, with so much ad- 
ditional friction. With the plow sulky 
this weight is transferred from the bot- 
tom of the furrow, with its friction, to 
the wheels, including the weight of the 
soil that is being overturned.
